Jackson asked if the pri.ee of 
crude oil could be rolled back 
to $7 per barrel. Simon said 
“ that can be accomplished,”

A favorite collector’s item in Rush County has 
been copies of the McGuffey Reader. 
These readers not only taught reading but had a 
moral lesson. At the end of each story, new words 
were defined and were sounded out phonetically. 
Comparing the type of stories in those readers with 
stories in our modern readers is very interesting. 
(The Dick and Jane series in particular). 
In the McGuffey Third Grade Reader, for 
example, one of the stories is about the boy who was 
caring for sheep. He was supposed to watch and 
give alarm in case wolves were sighted. He thought 
it would be fun to call out, “Wolf, Wolf" just to see 
what would happen. Farm ers came running with 
clubs to destroy the wolves. He enjoyed this and 
laughed heartily at their gullibility. He did this a 
second time but then the wolves did come. He called 
out, loud and clear, “The wolves are coming,” but 
this time no one believed him and much of the flock 
was destroyed including his pet lamb. The moral, 
“The truth will not be believed by those who often 
deceive.” 
Another lesson tells the story of a man with seven 
sons who were always quarreling. To teach them 
the value of unity and getting along togethe: he 
called them in and laid before them a bundle of 
seven sticks tied together. He offered a hundred 
dollars to the son who could break them. All tried 
but none succeeded. The father then said, “Nothing 
is easier ” He unbound the sticks and broke them 
one by one. “ Home, City, Country are all 
prosperous when bound by the powerful link of 
Union." 
Another lesson was the story of Mary Dow the 
little match girl who sold matches for bread. There 
is also the story of inhumanity and ingratitude in 
which a pioneer was repaid with a good rebuke by 
an Indian hunter. The Indian had been lost in the 
woods and came to the cabin for a 'drink of water. 
The pioneer said, “Be gone you Indian dog.” But 
when the white man was lost, the Indian not only 
told him the way home but offered him food and a 
place to stay for the night. 
Here m e some of the platitudes listed, for 
youngsters to follow: When you rise in the morning 
remember who kept you from danger during the 
night Remember who watched over you while you 
slept and whose sun shines around you and gives 
you toe light of day. Don’t be peevish and pout 
because you do not get a part of everything. Avoid 
angry looks and angry words. Be kind and gentle in 
your manners and always to your parents. Do 
always as your parents bid you. Never do anything 
that you would be ashamed of should 'they know. 
Other stories give lessons on selfishness and 
reward. Lesson twenty eight gives the story of the 
“Tricky Boy” who was repaid by falling and 
breaking a bone after he tricked the girl into 
breaking the pitcher and spilling the milk. 
The code of ethics that is emphasized in these 
stories is certainly not the code used in 1970!

Someone has made an un­ 
flattering 
observation 
con­ 
cerning 
the 
small 
town 
newspaper. “It has nothing in 
it but you can’t do without it.” 
It seems that the reader of the 
small town newspaper is not 
primarily concerned with news 
coverage of the energy crisis 
or the latest Asian problem or 
the Arab-Israeli war. He can 
get this neiws from the large 
city papers, news magazines, 
radio and television. 
W h e n 
the small 
town 
newspaper reader cries “ there's 
nothing in this paper but ads 
and look how thin it is” his 
complaint is that there seems 
to be no local news of friends 
and neighbors. Somehow he 
feels cheated. He believes that 
local news coverage in times 
past ‘was much better.” 
W a s 
local news 
more 
prominent in older news sheets? 
Let’s find out. The Hindsighters 
want back to the very first 
r e g u l a r l y issued Rushville 
newspaper to discover what the 
editor thought was news. On 
April 25, 1840 the first issue of 
the Rushville Whig rolled off 
the 
press. 
Its 
editor 
and 
publisher was Pleasant Adams 
Hackleman 
There were only four pages 
in this genesis edition and on 
page one Hackleman, lawyer, 
buckwheat 
farmer, 
politician 
and military hero to be, in­ 
formed his readers that he 
would 
devote 
himself com­ 
pletely to printing the news and 
supporting Whig candidates. 
News gather in the 1840 was 
different 
from 
today. 
Most 
stories 
were quotes 
from 
speeches or reprints of news 
articles 
from 
other 
news 
sources. Almost all news dealt 
with national politics. The edi­ 
tors of the day were not very 
tolerant of divergent political 
opinions and political stores 
were written in such a way that 
by today’s standards they might 
be sued for slander and libel. 
In addition to the national 
political news there was one 
poem ‘Welcome to Spring.” 
That first edition of the great 
grandfather of the Rushville 
Vpublican 
contained 
twelve 
advertisements. They were not 
i ctorial but in paragraph form 
similar to today s classified ads 
One for tailoring went like this: 
“James Furgason re.-pectfuily 
informs his friends and the 
public generally that he con­ 
tinues the above business in the 
room over William H. Martin’s 
drug store where he will be 
happy to receive and attend to 
all business in his line. He 
hopes by attention and industry 
to merit and receive a liberal 
share of public patronage.” 
R e m e m b e r publisher 
Hackleman’s pledge to devote 
himself completely to news 
gathering? Well it seems that 
more than news merited his 
attention, time and talents. He 
too had an advertisement in his 
newspaper. “ P. A. Hackleman 
and S. W. Parker continue to 
practice law in partnership in 
the Rush Circuit Court. They

Now what about all that local 
news that people thought to be 
in the old time newspapers? 
Well, Volume One, Number One 
of Rushville’s finest reportial 
efforts revealed no weddings, no 
funerals, no church notices, no 
ItKal human interest stories, no 
ailing citizens: in short no local 
news at all. There would be 
in future issues wedding an- 
n o u n c e r n « r t s 
( h eade d 
‘Hymeneali”) and obituaries. 
But the founding father of the 
Rushville Republican carried no 
community notes at all. 
Perhaps it was as it is today. 
News of national significance 
occupied the people’s minds 
then also. As for the joys and 
trials of the local citizenry, the 
good folks and the criminals; 
people then (as now) lived 
normal useful lives for the most 
part And that has never really 
been news — or has it?

Jesus And His Believers 


Are Likened Unto A Vine

The lesson today is an ex­ 
tended allegory describing the 
relationship of Christ to his 
disciples 
and 
believers 
and 
showing what the result of that 
relationship should be. It is also 
a 
command for believers to 
translate their faith into action. 
“ By their fruits shall ye know 
them.” 
In this passage from John, 
Jesus is nearing the end of his 
ministry, and he was vitally 
interested 
that 
his 
disciples 
should 
thoroughly 
understand 
the meaning of that ministry. 
As was sometimes his habit, he 
chose to explain himself through 
an extended figure of speech. 
Hence, “ I am the true vine, 
and my Father is the vine 
dresser.” 
This 
would 
be 
a 
f a m i l i a r 
and 
meaningful 
analogy because in Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel, and Psalms, Israel is 
likened to 
a 
vine. The Old 
Testament usage suggests that 
the vine which is Israel might

be a lowly plant in comparison 
with the great trees of the 
f o r e s t , 
but 
under 
God’s 
cultivation it would grow' until 
in themessianic age it would 
cover the earth. Now, according 
to John, Jesus likened himself 
to this vine, suggesting that he 
and his followers would 
ac­ 
complish the original Jewish 
destiny. 
Faith 'Shown By Action 
It is the purpose of a vine 
to bear fruit; if it does not, 
it 
is 
useless. 
Therefore, 
in 
carrying on the analogy of the 
vine Jesus makes it dear that 
God, as the vine dresser, will 
take away every branch that 
bears no fruit. In other w-ords, 
C h r i s t i a n professions must 
result in Christian Action. Those 
who act upon Christ’s words 
will have the loving help of God 
himself; 
“ Every branch that 
does bear fruit He prunes that 
it may bear more fruit.” 
Another theme of the analogy 
of the vine is community; “ As 
the branch cannot bear fruit by 
itself, unless it abides in the 


vine, neither can you, unless 
you abide in me.” Thus Christ 
is always with disciples in the 
form of the Holy Spirit, and 
with us also as Christians. But 
what of individuals not of the 
C h r i s t i a n 
vine 
who 
in­ 
dependently try to live righteous 
lives? “ Apart from me you can 
do nothing,” said Jesus. “ If a 
man does not abide in me he 
is cast forth as a branch and 
withers. . .” This is a hard 
doctrine for many people to 
that virtue is rewarded apart 
accept. We would like to think 
non-blievers 
leave 
us 
little 
many statements in the gospels 
and epistles about the fate of 
choise. 
W’hat 
will 
be 
the 
ultimate, specific fate of the 
r i g h t w o u s non-Christian is 
simply a mystery. 


Christian Freedom 
But this rather stark forecast 
of the future of those who reject 
Christ 
is 
followed 
by 
a 
reassuring 
promise 
for 
the 
committed 
believer: 
“ If you 
abide in me and my words in 
you, ask whatever you will and 
it shall be done for you.” This 
does not mean that Jesus is 
a genii of the Arabian Nights 
w ho responds immediately to all 
requests. 
It 
is 
rather 
a 
statement that he has given us 
the 
great 
gift 
of 
Chris ian 
freedom. Just as all branches 
of the vine can grow where and 
how they w ill, so we can choose 
our 
owm 
routes 
of 
service, 
confident always of the nourish­ 
ment 
coming 
from 
Christ 
himself as the root of the vine. 
Yet. as always, there are limits 
to freedom, in this instance 
indicated by the introductory 
words of the passage quoted 
above: “If you abide in me and 
my words abide in you,. . .” In 
other words, what the Christian 
asks must be consistent with 
his service, and not merely an 
expression of self-interest. 
God’s Love 
As so often in the Gospel of 
John, a discussion of con rete 
relationships is summed up by 
a confident statement of God’s 
love: “As the Father has loved 
me, so have I loved you; abide 
in 
my love.” 
Difficulties of 
Interpretation, unsureness about 
what is required of us, doubt 


that we can always behave as 
a Christian should—these un­ 
certainties can be resolved by 
realization of the overarching 
reality of God’s love. And with 
this 
realization 
comes 
joy. 
“ These things I have spoken to 
you that my joy may be in 
you. and that your joy may be 
full.“Again and again in the 
New Testament, love and joy 
emerge 
as 
the 
result 
of 
Christian belief and action, and 
this should certainly .give us 
confidence 
as 
we 
face 
the 
sometimes hard realities of our 
lives.
